REMARKS 

Claims 1-34 are currently pending in the application. Claims 25 and 32-34 are 
hereby cancelled. New claim 35 is presented for consideration. 

All claims stand rejected under 35 USC §103 as obvious over U.S. Patent No. 
4,426,935, to Nikoden, Jr. (Nikoden) In view of U.S. Patent No. 2,853,752 (Schlueter). 

Reconsideration of the rejection of claims 1-24 and 26-31 is respectfully requested. 

Claim 1 has been amended to characterize the one and the another of the top 
panel, first side panel, second side panel, and rear panel as fixed together so that the one 
and the another of the top panel, first side panel, second side panel and rear panel are 
angled with respect to each other to define an inside corner and an outside corner. The 
first and second connector parts are mounted at the inside corner. 
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
